AND  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS  RELATING 
TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. ; — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspajier  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  elose 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,’’  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  apj)lication  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  tlie  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill.

RULES  OF  ORDER  BY-LAW.

WHEREAS  it  is  expiedient  to  pass  a By-Law  to 
regulate  the  meetings  of  the  Municipal  Council 
and  the  meetings  of  committees  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  District  of  Matsqui  : 

Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  Matsepui,  in 
Council  assembled,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  first  annual  meeting 
on  the  third  Monday  in  January,  at  tw'elve  o’clock, 
noon,  and  thereafter  as  the  Reeve  of  Council  may 
apipoint. 

2.  At  anj'  meeting  of  the  Council  four  members 
shall  constitute  a quorum. 

3.  Unless  there  shall  be  a quorum  piresent  within  an 
hour  after  the  time  apipointed  for  the  meeting,  the 
Couircil  shall  stand  adjourned  until  the  next  day  of 
meeting,  and  the  Clerk  shall  take  down  the  names  of 
the  members  present  at  the  expiration  of  such  hour. 

4.  As  soon  after  the  hour  of  meeting  as  there  shall 
be  a quorum  pjresent,  the  Reeve  shall  call  the  meeting 
to  order.  If  the  Reeve  is  absent,  the  Clerk  shall  pre- 
side until  a chairman  has  been  elected  to  act  in  the 
Reeve’s  absence. 

5.  If  the  Reeve  or  other  presiding  officer  desires  to 
leave  the  chair,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  the 
debate,  or  otherwise,  he  shall  call  on  one  of  the  Coun- 
cillors to  fill  his  pjlace  until  he  resumes  the  chair. 


(I.  Every  member  desiring  to  H[)cak  is  to  rise  in  his 
place  uncovered  and  aildre.ss  himself  to  tlie  chaii. 

7.  When  two  or  more  meinbers  ri.se  to  speak,  the 
chairman  calls  upon  the  member  who  rose  first  in  his 
place,  lint  a motion  may  be  made  that  any  member 
who  has  risen  “ be  now  heard,”  or  “do  now  speak.” 

8.  A member  called  to  oi'dcr  shall  sit  down,  but  may 
afterwards  ex])lain. 

9.  No  member  sliall  u.sc  ofi'ensive  wonls  against  the 
Council,  or  any  nieinber  ihcrcol,  nor  .speak  beside  the 
question  in  debate,  nor  oliject  iipion  any  vote  of  the 
Council,  except  for  the  jnirjiose  of  moving  that  such 
vote  be  roscirided. 

10.  Any  memlicr  may  require  the  question  under 
discussion  to  be  read  at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but 
not  so  as  to  interrupt  a inenilier  while  speaking. 

1 1.  No  member  shall  sjieak  more  than  once  to  the 
same  question,  excejit  in  expilanation  of  a material  piart 
of  his  speech  which  may  have  hcen  misconceived.  A 
repily  is  allowed  to  a member  who  has  made  a sub- 
stantive motion,  Imt  not  to  any  member  who  has 
moved  an  amendment,  the  previous  epuestion,  or  in- 
struction to  committee. 

12.  The  general  order  of  business  shall  ba  as  follows, 
at  everj'  regular  meeting  ; 

1.  Reading  Minutes. 

2.  Original  Communications. 

3.  Petitions. 

4.  Repiorts  of  Committees. 

5.  Inquiries. 

(i.  Introduction  of  By-Laws. 

7.  Motions. 

8.  Consideration  of  By-Laws. 

9.  Giving  Notice. 

13.  All  motions,  except  a motion  respjecting  the 
Minutes  or  to  adjourn,  shall  lie  in  writing,  and  sec- 
onded before  being  debated  or  put  from  the  chair. 
When  a motion  is  seconded  it  shall  be  read  by'  the 
chairman  before  debate. 

14.  No  motion  or  amendment  shall  be  withdrawn 
without  the  consent  of  the  Council. 

15.  A motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order, 
but  no  second  motion  to  the  .same  effect  shall  be  made 
until  after  some  intermediate  piroceedings  shall  have 
been  had. 

16.  All  amendments  shall  be  in  writing,  and  be 
decided  upjon  or  withdrawn  before  the  main  question 
is  put  to  vote.  Only  one  amendment  shall  be  allowed 
to  an  amendment,  and  any  amendment  more  than  one 
must  be  to  the  main  question. 

17.  On  urgent  business  the  Reeve  may  call  a meeting 
at  any  time,  due  notice  being  given,  but  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  special  meetings  other  than  that 
for  which  such  meeting  may  be  called. 

Committees. 

18.  That  in  all  cases  two  members  shall  form  a 
quorum  of  any  committee  apipointed  by  the  Council. 
The  first  named  councillor  on  any  committee  to  be 
chairman,  or  until  another  is  apjpointed.  The  Reeve 
shall  be  ex  officio  a member  of  all  committees. 

19.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing,  and  signed  by  the  chairman. 

20.  That  the  Council  vote  on  all  questions  by  a show 
of  hands,  except  that,  on  demand  of  any  member,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  record  the  yeas  and  nays. 

21.  The  Council  may  at  any  time,  upon  motion,  go 
into  committee  of  the  whole,  and  the  chairman  shall, 
before  leaving  the  chair,  apipioint  a chairman  of  the 
committee ; and  the  rules  of  the  Council  shall  be 
observed  in  committee,  except  the  rule  limiting  the 
number  of  times  of  speaking. 

22.  Every  by-laiv  shall  be  introduced  upon  motion 
for  leave  specifying  the  title  of  the  by-law. 

23.  The  question  “ that  this  by-law  be  now  read  a 
first  time”  shall  be  decided  without  amendment  or 
debate. 

24.  Every  by-la'w  shall  receive  three  several  readings 
on  different  days  pirevious  to  being  passed.  On  motion 
of  urgency  or  extraordinary  occasions  a by-law  may 
be  read  t'wice  or  thrice,  or  advanced  two  or  more 
stages  in  one  day. 

25.  The  rules  governing  debates  and  pirocedure  in 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  so  far 
as  consistent  herewith,  -will  govern  the  Council  should 
any  point  arise  not  covered  by  the  preceding  rules. 

26.  All  by-laws  after  having  been  finally  adopted  by 
the  Council,  a copy  thereof  shall  be  kept  in  a book  in 
their  regular  order  as  a supiplement  to  the  minutes  of 
the  Council  for  the  year  in  Avhich  they  are  passed,  and 
shall  have  a separate  index  pirepared  for  them. 

27.  No  rule  of  order  or  by-hm  shall  be  altered  or 
amended  until  notice  has  been  given  in  writing  at  least 
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one  meeting  previous,  and  no  alterations  or  amend- 
ments shall  be  acted  upon  unless  affirmed  by  a vote  of 
the  Council.
